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And herein furthermoze, it is not fr 
thepurpole, as wee haue lhewed, the 
church of Rome tu diſlẽ̃t ſrũ che church 
of Chit, fo to ſhewe bzieflye hercohe⸗ 
rence with the Archheretickes of all 
times. And firſt to omit that the doctrine 
of the Romiſh Church is an erroneous

Howe auouch they with 
the falſe bꝛethꝛen, that our goſpell con» 
demnech good woozkes , when in berye ESR 
deede it doeth ſtraitlye require the ſame. a f. lc.
